Nor is thy fame confined to thy children alone. 
From the lumbering and fishing East, to the 
miasmatic and ague-atic West, an unfortunate 
race, whose veins have never throbbed with 
Ba j State blood, who have not sufficient inge¬ 
nuity to step out of the even teDor of their 
wheat-bread way, but whose stomachs have been 
endowed with a sensibility denied to their brains, 
weekly distend their pliant throats with “ Bos¬ 
ton Brown Bread.” 

Can such a generation be supposed, in the 
highest flights of its imagination, ever to have 
soared to brown bread cakes t Is not the at¬ 
tempt to rouse, in these sluggish minds, an en¬ 
thusiasm for the ambrosial food, Quixotic to the 
last degree ? Nay, is it possible to introduce 
into their stolid souls any conception of the 
ethereal flavor which penetrates my inmost 
frame when I sit down to a repast of brown 
bread cakes? Yet, in the great multitude 
gathered from every nation under heaven, the 
mighty throng that are making the wilderness 
of this New World to bud' and blossom as the 
rose, there must needs be a few who have an eye 
for the curve that swells the luxuriant sides of 
a sweet potato, a nose to discern the fumes that 
rise, incense-like, from r, fair, young beef steak, 
floating in its own sapient juices, a soul to 
moun t upwards on the wings of smoking Mocht 


tioned. It will be a good exercise for the dog- 
days—if you can find them—the authorities, I 
mean, not the dog-days, which are, alas 1 only 
too palpable.] 

When your cake has for a sufficient length of 
time undergone the ordeal of fire, bring it again 
to the blessed light of day. If the edge be black 
and blistered, like a giant tree blasted by the 
lightning’s stroke, or if the crust be rent and 
torn as by internal convulsions, cast it nway. 
It is worthless. Trample it under foot. Item: 
put on your stoutest boots, and provide yourself 
with cork soles; otherwise, the trampling may 
prove to be anything but an agreeable pastime. 
But if the surface be a beautiful auburn brown, 
crisp, brittle, and unbroken—

If you are an outside barbarian, ignorant of 
the refinements of civilized life, you will at once 
proceed to cut open with your knife the steam¬ 
ing cake, as you would an oyster, and thereby 
render it heavy as the heart of the weeping 
Niobe; but if you are a gentleman and a 
scholar, you will gently sunder its clinging 
sides without “ armed interference,” and so 
preserve its spongy, porous texture. To the 
uninitiated, one part iB as good as another; but 
let me confidentially whisper in your ear, if it 
should be your duty to pass the plate, present 
to your neighbor that side which bears the 
under-crust, as that is liable to be burnt and 
unpalatable; and reserve to yourself the 
smoothly rounded upper crust, which is deli¬ 
ciously toothsome. “ Hand ignota loquor.’’ 
Lay your portion on your plate, crust down¬ 
ward. With your own polished knife (the 
reason of this you will presently perceive) 
carve from the ball of golden butter a lump of | 
magnificent dimensions. Be not niggardly in 
thiB respect. Exercise toward y ourself a large- 
hearted generosity; for butter sinks into itself, 
and in itself is lost with wonderful rapidity, 
when it rests on a pedestal of hot bread. Press 
your butter, still adhering to your knife, down 
into the warm, soft bread, in various places, 
forming little wells, whose walls are unctuous 
with the melted luxury, and then—Oh I 
but I cannot sustain the picture which my 
fancy has drawn.

But never, Ohl Brown Bread Cakes I never 
may your taste pass away from my lips, yt 
odor from my nostrilr, or your memory frt _ 
my heart, till “ my eyes shall be turned to be¬ 
hold, for the last time, the sun in the heavens. 


or, less mathematically, as a beautiful bonnet to 
the beautiful head that bears it, or a delicate 
satin shoe to the delicate foot that wears it, as 
the green of the deathless bay to the lofty brow 
that won it, as the canvass is to the faces that 
startlingly glow upon it, as the grace of the gold¬ 
en cup to the mantling wine that fills it, as the 
quivering globe of dew to the regal rose that 
distils it, as the glare of the midsummer noon 
to the scented breath of Eden, as the homely 
and kindly earth to the grand and star-lit heaven; 
so is the “home-felt bliss” which a loaf of brown 
bread makes, to the exquisite thrill of delight 
arising from brown bread cakes; because of all 
this, I will make the attempt. 

Let me give the modus operandi: Of fine 
maize flour, yellow as the locks of the lovely 
Lenore, take—well, take enough—I cannot tell 
exactly how much; it depends upon circum¬ 
stances. Of fresh new milk, white as the brow 
of the charming Arabella, take—well, I don’t 
know exactly how much of that, either; ‘ ’ 
pends upon circumstances, particularly 
quantity of meal. If you have not new milk, 
take blue milk, provided it be sweet; or if you 
have,none that is sweet, sour milk will answer; 
or if “ your folks don’t keep a cow," take water, 
clear and sparkling as the eyes of the peerless 
Amanda; but whether it be milk or water, let 
it be scalding as the tears of the outraged Isa¬ 
bel. Of molasses, sweet as the tones of the 
tuneful Lisette, take—a great deal, if it is sum¬ 
mer, in the winter not quite so much, (for the 
reasons therefor, see Newton's Treatise on the 
Expansive Power of Fluids, vol. 1, p. 176.) 
Of various other substances, animal, vegetable, 
and mineral, which it becomes not me to men¬ 
tion-first, because I have forgotten what they 
are; secondly, because I never knew; and, 
thirdly, because, as the immortal Toots remarks, 
“ it is of no consequence.” Take whatever seems 
good in your sight, and cast them together into 
the kneading-trough, and knead with all your 
might and main. Provide yourself, then, with 
a tin plate, not bright and new, for so will your 
cakes be heavy, your crust cracked, and your 
soul sorrowful, but one blackened by fire, and 
venerable with time, and rough with service.

the affectionate Clara. Turn it lovingly over 
in your hands. Round it. Mould it. Caress 
it. Soften down its asperities. Smooth off its 
angularities. Repress its bold protuberances. 
Encourage its timid shrinkings; and when it is 
smooth as the velvet cheek of Ida, and oval 
as the classic face of Helen, give one “ last, 
long, lingering look,” and lay it tenderly in the 
swart arms of its tutelar plate. Repeat the 
process, until your cakes shall equal the sands 
on the sea shore or the stars in the sky for multi¬ 
tude, or as long as your meal holds out, or 
till you are tired. I am prescribing for one 
only. “ Ab uno disce omnes." 

To the Stygian cave that yawns dismally 
from the kitchen stove, consign it without a 
murmur. Item: said stove must have a pro¬ 
digious crack up and down the front. A phi¬ 
losophical reason for this I am unable to give. 
I refer the curious in cause and effect to Ga¬ 
len’s deservedly celebrated Disquisition on the 
Delations of Fire and Metals, passim; also 
Debrauche on Dough, p. 35, Appendix. I only 
know that the only stove whence I ever saw 
Brown Bread Cakes issue, had an immense 
crack up and down the front.

Whether saluting 
his copy of Chapman’s “ Homer ” with a kiss— 
or saying a grace before reading Milton—or 
going to the theatre to see his own farce acted, 
and joining in the hisses of the pit when it 
fails—or sagely wondering if the Ogles of Som¬ 
erset were not descendants of King Lear—or 
telling Barry Cornwall not to invite a lugubri¬ 
ous gentleman to dinner, because his face 
would cast a damp over a funeral—or giving 
as a reason why he did not leave off smoking, 
the difficulty of finding an equivalent vice —or 
striking into a hot controversy between Cole¬ 
ridge and Holcroft, as to whether man as he is, 
or man ns he is to be, is preferable, and set¬ 
tling the dispute by saying, “ Give me man as 
he is not to be or doing some deed of kind- 
ss and love with tears in his eyes and a pun 
his lips—he is always the same dear, strange, 
delightful, companion and friend. He is 
never—the rogue—without a scrap of logic to 
astound common sense. 

_ “ Mr. Lamb,” says the head clerk at the In¬ 
dia House, “ you come down very late in the 
morning?” “Yes, Bir,” Mr. Lamb replies; 

“ but then you know I go home very early in 
the afternoon.” And then with what humor¬ 
ous extravagance he expresses his peevishness 
at being confined to such work—with curious 
ingenuity running his malediction on com¬ 
merce along all its lines of influence. “ Con¬ 
fusion blast all mercantile transactions, all 


face of the globe, and rot all the firs of the 
forest, that look so romantic alive, and die into 
desks.” It is impossible to cheat this frolic¬ 
some humorist with any pretence, any exagger¬ 
ated sentiment, any of the do-me-goodisms of 
well-meaning moral feebleness. A lady sends 
him “ Calebs in Search of a Wife,” for his pe¬ 
rusal and guidance. He returns it with this 
quartrain written on the fly-leaf, expressing 
the slight disagreement between his views of 
matrimony and those entertained by Miss Han¬ 
nah More. 

“If ever I marry a wife, 

^ PH marrj- a ^landlord’s daughter, 

And drink cold brandy and wale 
If he thus slips out of controversy by making 
the broadest absurdities the vehicles of the 
finest insight, his sense and enjoyment of ab¬ 
surdities in others rises to rapture. The non¬ 
sensical ingenuity of the pamphlet in which 
his friend Capel Lofft took the ground that 
Napoleon, while in the hands of the English, 
might sue out a writ of habeas corpus, threw 
him into ecstasies. And not only has he quips 
and quirks and twisted words for all he sees 
and feels, but he hag the pleasantest art of 
making his very maladies interesting, by trans¬ 
muting them into jests. Out of the darkest 
depths of the “ dismals ” fly some of his happi¬ 
est conceits. “My bedfellows,” he writes to 
Wordsworth, “are cough and cramp. We 
sleep three in a bed.” “ How is it,” he says, 
“ that I cannot get rid of this cold ? It can’t 
be from a lack of care. I have studiously been 
out all these rainy nights until twelve o’clock, 
have had my feet wet constantly, drank copious¬ 
ly of brandy to allay inflammation, and done 
everything else to cure it, and yet it won’t de 
part ”—a sage decision, worthy of that illustri¬ 
ous physician who told his patient that if he 
had no serious drawbacks he would probably 
be worse in a week. To crown all, and to 
make the character perfect in its winning con 
tradictions, there beats beneath the fantastic 
covering and incalculable caprices of the hu¬ 
morist the best heart in the world, capable of 
courtesy, of friendship, of love, of heroic self- 
devotion, and unostentatious self- sacrifice.

This great enterprise has been aided and en¬ 
couraged in various ways, by seven different 
Governments, viz : Great Britain, the United 
States, Canada, Newfoundland,Prince Edward’s 
Island, and the State of Maine; and it may not 
be amiss to enumerate here the different aids 
granted by these respective Governments, as 
follows: 

Great Britain. —I. Annual subsidy of £14,000 
sterling, until the net profit of the company 
reaches 6 per cent, per annum oh the whole 
capital of £360,000 sterling; the grant to be 
then reduced to £10,000 sterling per annum 
for a period of twenty-five years. 2. The aid of 
two of the largest steamships in the English 
navy to lay the cable—the Agamemnon and 
the Leopard. 3. A Government steamship (the 
Cyclops) to take further soundings, and verify 
those already taken. 

United States. —4. Annual subsidy of $70,000, 
until the net profits yield 6 per cent, per annum, 
then. to be reduced to $50)000 per anuum, for 
a period of twenty-five years, subject to a termi¬ 
nation by Congress after ten years, on giving 
<one year's notice. 6. The United States steam¬ 
ship Arctic to take soundings last year. 6. 
Steamships Niagara and Susquehanna to lay 
the cable. 7. A Gevernment steamer to make 
further soundings on the coast of Newfound¬ 
land this year. 

Newfoundland. —8. Exclusive privileges, for 
fifty years, of landing cables on Newfoundland, 
Labrador, and their dependencies. 9. Grant 
of fifty square miles of land on completion of tel¬ 
egraph to Cape Breton. 10. Similar concession 
of additional fiftv square miles when the cable 
shall have been laid between Ireland and New¬ 
foundland. 11. Guarantee of interest for 20 
years, at 5 per cent, on £50,000 sterling. 12. 
Grant of £5,000 sterling in money towards 
building road along the line of the telegraph. 
13. Remission of duties on importation of all 
wires and materials for the use of the company. 


Prince Edward’s Island. —14. Exclusive 
privilege, for fifty years, of landing cables. 16. 
Free grant of 5,000 acres of iand. 16. A gram 
of £300 currency per annum for ten years. 

Canada. —17. Act authorizing the bnilding 
of telegraph lines throughout the Provinces 
18. Remission of duties on all wires and mate¬ 
rials imported for the use of the company. 

Nova Scotia. —19. Grant of exclusive privi¬ 
lege for twenty five years, of landing telegraph 
cables from Europe on the shores of this Prov- 

State of Maine. —20. Similar grant of exclu¬ 
sive privilege for like period of twenty-five 
years. 

That the enterprise will be persevered in un 
til successfully accomplished, there can be no 
question; for the exclusive privileges and guar¬ 
antees themselves, which the companies have 
obtained, are, in the opinion of those most com¬ 
petent to judge, of more value than the whole 
capital required to manufacture the cable. 


DESPAIR—CAUSE AND PREVENTIVE. 

* * * There is one point we would 

earnestly recommend upon the reader—one 
which would have probably saved Haydon, 

(from suicide,) and consequently may help to 
save any other wretched man whose apprehen¬ 
sive terror is growing upon him. Let us be al¬ 
lowed, for a moment, to assume that the reader 
is in such a condition. He is materially in the 
conflux and convergence of untoward circum¬ 
stances, and morally in that apprehensive con¬ 
dition which suffers him to see no other escape 
from intolerable evils than sudden death. He 
has anxiously reviewed his whole situation— 
bankruptcy, poverty, disgrace, await him. 

Light breaks from no distant quarter. There 
is nowhere help. His wife and children will be 
dragged with him into inevitable distress. He 
sees the whole army of evils marshalled before 
him, and all the avenues open through which 
they will reach him. He has calculated every 
chance, and sees that the dreaded result is cer¬ 
tain. Arrived at this point in his deliberations, 
he has reached the terminus of apprehension ; 
and here, consequently, reason may effectively 
establish the first bulwark, in the shape of a 
restraining influence, strong in proportion to 
the strength with which the idea is conceived. 

That idea rests on the basis of previous experi¬ 
ence. On many critical and trivial occasions, 
he will remember that the events rarely arrived 
in their foreseen order, and still more rarely 
brought their foreseen consequences. Human 
beings are always forecasting their lives, and 
always finding every episode unlike what had 
been forecast. They cannot plan the most 
ordinary party of pleasure, with any certainty 
of the result; if weather turn out fine, temper 
may spoil it. From pic-nics to ministerial 
combinations, men are ever seeing their antici¬ 
pations unrealized. More especially is this the 
case with all those castle-building schemes, in 
which an eager imagination makes the future 
plastic to its wishes. There are times when 
the horizon is radiant. The man seems stand¬ 
ing in the confluence of prosperities. From 
every avenue, he sees good fortune approach¬ 
ing. He can almost reckon up the items of his 
prosperity, and can calculate the sums to be 
paid to his account. The days pass, but the 
foreseen events do not arrive, at least not os he 
saw them. His fortune may be as great, or 
even greater, but it is always different. The 
order of events is different, the consequences 
unlike those which were foreseen. It may be 
that the events do not arrive at all. He was 
rich yesterday, and to-day the bank stopped 
payment. He relied on the steadfast friend¬ 
ship of one who has died suddenly, or has fled 
America. One by one, all the radiant spaces 
the horizon have become clouded over, and 
he is now anxiously gazing for streaks of a blue 
sky. Yesterday, he was certain of happiness; 
to-day, the certainty has vanished ; to-morrow 
it will, perhaps, have turned into despair. “ My 
bosom’s lord sits lightly on its throne,” says 
Romeo; and, the next moment, the news ar¬ 
rives of Juliet’s death. 

This trite experience of the instability of 
human happines'B has an obverse aspect which 
should give consolation in moments of affliction. 

The same uncertainty which attends our fore¬ 
castings of success and happiness equally at¬ 
tends our forecastings of failure and misery. 

The radiance is not more liable to be over¬ 
clouded than the darkness is to be irradiated. 

We cannot foresee truly ; we can only imagine 
something that may occur; and these imagina¬ 
tions are always wrong, if not as to the event 
itself, yet as to the degree in which the event 
will affect us. Let the worst he foresees arrive, 
will reach the victim as something very dif¬ 
ferent from what he imagined. The crash ar¬ 
rives ; nothing did avert it; it is here, and he 
a beggar. His wife and children are beg- 
-rs. Nay, worse than all, he is disgraced; 
deeds come to light which cause him to blush 
deeply when revealed, although he blushed but 
slightly, perhaps, in doing them. Everything, 
then, that he dreaded has arrived 1 True; but 
not as he feared it. Now, face to face with it, 
the terror vanishes. His strength is greater, 
and his sorrow less. Bankruptcy, if painful, is 
found to be endurable. Poverty turns out _ 
comparatively slight evil—considerably less 
than a toothache. Even the “hame, against 
which sensitive pride revolted, is not so terrible 
as imagination pictured it, although, being 
intellectual pain, and indefinite in its nature, 
imagination continues to exercise a control 
over it. Men do not look their scorn at him as 
he passes. His wife and children do not shrink 
from him, but cling with closer fondness, con¬ 
soling him for the neglect of others. The dog 
licks his hand as before. The tradesman is as 
cap-in-hand for custom. The heart still heats, 
and Heaven is above all. There is no need 
for despair. A few years of honest labor may 
repair the loss he has sustained. Meanwhile, 
those years may be sweetened by such affec¬ 
tion as it is in his nature to call forth, and by 
such enjoyment as he is capable of. There 
has been pain, but there has been more of hap- 
ss. Nay, even should the shrinking self¬ 
carry its pain to the grave, and the memo¬ 
ry of the catastrophe overshadow his remain¬ 
ing years, he has still the consolation of having 
purchased life by enduring thus much pain, 
and has fulfilled serious responsibilities to those 
dependent on him. In this simple fact, that 
we cannot accurately foresee the future, lies a 
refuge from despair. 

. “ The Greeks said grandly, in their tragic phr 
‘ Lei no one be called happy till his death; ’ 

To which I add, ‘ Let no one till his death 
Be called unhappy.’ ” 

When the wretched Mary Wolstonecraft 
paced up and down Putney Bridge, suffering 
the rain to wet her garments thoroughly, so that 
they might not prevent her sinking in the 
water, her life seemed cheerless, and without a 
ray of hope; yet this hour was, in truth, the 
turning point in her existence, and from it 
dated the most perfect bliss she had ever 
known—a period of wedded happiness and 
earnest work. Could other miserable creatures 
only bring themselves to believe in a future 
which they cannot foresee, suicide would never 
be deliberately committed. 

We are fully aware of the impossibility of I 
giving hope to a hopeless mind. We do not 
pretend that a man can reason himself into 
cheerfulness. Melancholy depression results 
even more from a physical than from a mental 
condition. But reason, if not omnipotent, is to 
some extent influential. In the proportion in 
which despair is reflective, hope may be reflect¬ 
ive ; that is to say, in as far as depression of I 
spirits results from a review of circumstances,' 
and an apprehension of future results, it may 
be combated by a general philosophical conclu¬ 
sion, which shows how inevitably the survey 
and apprehension must err, and how unlikely 
it is that the future, which seems so terrible, 
should turn out as we foresee it. Whenever a 
man is about to commit suicide, deliberately, 
to escape from a network of terrible circum¬ 
stances, a vivid conception of the fact that this 
network will really be woven into quite other 
meshes, large enough for escape, large enough 
for the access of assistance—a conception that 
what he dreads will not be realized—may stay 
his hand, and suffer him to await the result.. 

And here another consideration presents itself I __ _ ___ o 

in intimate connection with the foregoing—one serve as a fulcrum for the lever with which * 


which, if taken up by the mind, may give TO - 
renity and resignation to many a troubled epoch 
of life. It is this: We foresee events in the 
mass, but they reach us in detail. Our strength, 
which would indeed be hopeles against the 
mass, quietly conquers it in detail. To walk a 
thousand miles seems an impossible feat; yet 
a few weeks of our daily avocation carries us 
over more ground without fatigue. In the 
course of every year we eat a ton and a half of 
solid food, and think nothing of it, but are star¬ 
tled on learning the amount. And so it is 
with troubles, punishments, deprivations—they 
reach us single, and at intervals; we foresee 
them in the mass, and despairingly ask, How 
“I?. 0 . me . e k this overwhelming load? Men 

of inactive imaginations move amid untoward 
circumstances with little tiouble. They dis¬ 
pose of each difficulty as it arrives, and are not 
apprehensive of what may remain behind. 
Imaginative men, on the contrary, have their 
apprehensions stimulated by each arrival; and 
to them our argument is especially addressed, 
ihey may reinstate their vigor of resistance 
by recognising the fact that the army of evils 
which overawes them cannot as an army over¬ 
whelm them, but must in the nature of things 
attack them by ones and twos in separate inter¬ 
vals, under greatly altered circumstances; 
that the mass of gunpowder, which seems 
formidable, is scattered into small heaps and 
grains, some of them not exploding because 
damp, others blown away by the wind, and 
those which do explode only creating damage, 

Three sources of prevention, and only three, 
are thus discoverable; and these, of course, 
only affecting cases of deliberate suicide: re 
ligious conviction giving resignation or hope; 
intellectual conviction of our inability rightly 
to foresee events and results; and last, though 
not least, medical treatment. 


MISCELLANEOUS, 

A Picture.—T he subject is a simple north- 
countrj village, on the shore of Morecambe 
Bay ; not in the common sense a picturesque 
village: there are no pretty bow-windows, 

. ed roofs, or rocky steps of entrance to the ru_ 
tic doori, or quaint gables; nothing but a single 
street of thatched and chiefly clay-built cot¬ 
tages, ranged in a somewhat monotonous line, 
the roofs so green with moss, that at first we 
hardly discern the houses from the fields and 
trees. The village street is closed at the end 
by a wooden gate, indicating the little traffic 
there is on the road through it, and giving it 
something the look of a large farmstead, in 
which a right of way lies through the yard. 
The road whioh leads to this gate is full of ruts, 
and winds down a bad bit of hill between two 
broken banks of moor ground, succeeding im¬ 
mediately to the few enclosures which surround 
the village; they can hardly be called gardens 
but a decayed fragment or two of fencing fiL 
the gaps in the bank; and the olothes line, with 
some clothes on it, striped blue and red, and a 
smock-frock, is stretched between the trunks of 
some stunted willows; a very small haystack 
and pig-sty being seen at the back of the cot¬ 
tage beyond. An empty two-wheeled lumber¬ 
ing cart, drawn by a pair of horses, with large 
wooden collars, the driver sitting lazily in the 
sun, sideways on the leader, is going slowly 
home along thorough road, it being about 
country dinner-time. At the end of the village 
there is a better house, with three chineys, and 
a dormer window in its roof, and the roof is oi 
stone shingle, instead of thatch, but very rough. 
This house is, no doubt, the clergyman’s; there 
is some smoke from one of its chimneys no 
from any other-in the village; this smoke is 
from the lowest chimney at the back, evidently 
that of the kitchen, and it is rather thick, the 
fire not having been long lighted. A few hun¬ 
dred yards from the clergyman's house, nearer 
the shore, is the church, discernible from the 
cottages only by its low, two-arched belfry, a 
little neater than one would expect in such a 
village—perhaps lately built by the Puseyite 
incumbent; and beyond the church, close to 
the sea, are two fragments of a border war 
tower, standing on their circular mound, worn 
on its brow deep into edges and furrows, by the 
feet of the village children. On the bank of 
moor, which forms the foreground, are a few 
cows, the carter’s dog barking at a vixenish 
°, ne ‘,. ® milkmaid is feeding another, a gen¬ 

tle white one, which turns its head to her, ex¬ 
pectant of a handfull of fresh hay, which she 
has brought for it in her blue apron, fastened 
up round her waist. She stands with her pail 
on her head, evidently the village coquette, for 
she has a neat bodice, and pretty striped petti- 
coat under the blue apron, and red stockings. 
Nearer us, the oow-herd, bare-footed, stands on 
a piece of the limestone rock, (for the ground 
is thistly, and not pleasurable to bare feet,) 
whether boy or girl, we are not sure; it may 
be a boy, with a girl’s worn-out bonnet on, or a 
girl, with a pair of ragged trowsers on. Prob¬ 
ably the first, as the old bonnet is evidently 
looking for strayed cows among the moorland 
hollows, and helps us at present to watch, hold¬ 
ing the bonnet’s head down, the quarrel of the 
vixenish cow with the dog, which, leaning on 
our long stick, we allow to proceed, without 
any interference. A little to the right the hay 
is being got in, of which the milkmaid has just 
taken her apronfull to the white cow. But the 
hay is very thin, and cannot well be raked up, 
because of the rocks; we must glean it, like 
corn; hence the smallness of our stack behind 
the willows ; and a woman is pressing a bun¬ 
dle of it hard together, kneeling against the 
rock’s edge, to carry it safely to the hay-cart 
without dropping any. Beyond the village is a 
rocky hill, deep set with brush-wood, a square 
crag or two of limestone emerging here and 
there, with pleasant turf on their brows, heaved 
in russet and mossy mounds against the sky, 
which, clear and calm, and as golden as the 
moss, stretches down behind it towards the sea. 
A single cottage just shows its roof over the 
edge of the hill, looking seawards; perhaps one 
of the village shepherds is a sea-captain now, 
and may have built it there, that his mother 
may first see the sails of his ship whenever it 
runs into the hay. Then, under the hill, and 
beyond the border tower, is the blue sea itself, 
the waves flowing in over the sand in long 
curved lines, slowly; shadows of cloud, and 
gleams of shallow water on white sand alterna- 
ting—miles away; but no sail is visible, not 
one fisher-boat on the beach, not one dark speck 
on the qniet horizon. Beyond all are the Cum¬ 
berland mountains, clear in the sun, with rosy 
light on all their crags. I should think the 
reader cannot but feel the kind of harmony 
there is in this composition ; the entire purpose 
of the painter to give us the impression of wild, 
yet gentle, country life, monotonous as the suc¬ 
cession of the noiseless waves, patient and en¬ 
during as the rocks; but peaceful, and full of 
health and quiet hope, and sanctified by the 
pure mountain air and baptismal dew of heaven, 
falling softly between days of toil and nigbts of 
innocence.— Buskin. ' 

The Doctrine of Attractions. —We 
tract the following timely and judicious remarks 
from the life of Shelley, prefixed to the beauti¬ 
ful edition of his works, in blue and gold, just 
issued by Little, Brown, & Co., of Boston: 

“ However the brain may philosophize, the 
heart remains loyal to its traditions; and al¬ 
though Mrs. Shelley may have been captivated 
with the doctrine of attractions while it drew 
her husband to her, she was not prepared for 
the more liberal application of it which drew 
him away. No theorizing can sweeten deser¬ 
tion; and the unhappy woman, disenchanted 
of the dream, and forsaken by the substance, 
sought shelter in death. 

“ The lovers of Shelley, as a man and poet, 
have done what they could to palliate his con¬ 
duct in this matter. But a question of morals, 
between man and society, cannot be reduced 
any individual standard, however exalted— 
r partiality for the man only heightens our 
detestation of the error. The greater Shelley’s 
genius, the nobler his character and impulses, 

- ■ much more startling is the warning. If we 
ike our own inclinations the measure of what 


[ man would overturn any system, however con¬ 
ventional. The misery of the elective affinity 
scheme is, that men are not chemical sub¬ 
stances, and that, in nine cases out of ten, th” 
force of the attraction works mere constantly 
and lastingly upon the woman than the man. 
The Mormon Polygamy is nothing more than a 
plant from the same evil seed sown in a baser 
soil, and is an attempt to compromise between 
the. higher instincts of mankind, organized in 
their institutions, and the bestial propensities 
of sensualized individuals.”— James Russell 
Lowell. 

Disraeli in Paris —It is stated that the 
Ministers of Louis Napoleon had frequently 
consulted Mr. Disraeli, while iu Paris, on the 
Swiss question. The Emperor Himself paid 
him the most marked attention, and more than 
once solicited him to express his opinion free¬ 
ly on the state of affairs. He looks consider¬ 
ably worn by the political excitement he has 
passed through of late years. The jet black 
hair seems as black as ever, but the crop is 
by no means so luxuriant. The Jewish physiog¬ 
nomy, as he grows older, becomes more and 
more characteristic. The eyes are especially 
Hebrewistic. His complexion is a sallow brown, 
but regularly smooth and childlike, and, alto¬ 
gether, he reminds one more of a large school¬ 
boy than of one whose words have echoed to 
the farthest ends of the world, and shook from 
his throne England’s greatest statesman. His 
voice is peculiarly soft, and his manner more 
subtle and cautious than seems consistent with 
a, very large breadth of mind. His wife is evi¬ 
dently a person of superior mind. She is some 
ten years older than himself, if one may j udge 
from appearances, but, I should conceive, of 
invaluable use to a man carving his way, like 
Disraeli, to place and power. She is plain in 
features, with a coarse yellow skin, but her ears 
and eyes are everywhere ; not a sound or cir¬ 
cumstance escapes her, where there iB the slight¬ 
est chance of realizing political capital; and 
the moment she has got hold of it, she is off in- 
stanter to fetch her husband to clinch the nail 
she has partially driven. She calls her husband 
“ Dizzy,” and her handwriting is of that mas¬ 
culine character, and her expression of that 
diplomatic terseness, which bespeak her pe¬ 
culiar order of mind. She was originally the 
wife of .Mr. Windham, and, by her influence, 
brought in Disraeli on the radical interest, as 
his colleague for the borough of Maidstone. 
Afterwards, becoming a widow, with five thou¬ 
sand pounds a year, she became Mrs. Disraeli, 
and no doubt gave her husband support and 
encouragement when he uttered his philippics 
against Peel. 

Silver in the Sea.— Three French chem¬ 
ists, as we learn from Household Words, have 
been experimenting on the subject, and their 
labors have led them to the conclusion that the 
ocean holds dissolved two millions of tons of 
silver. They took water from the coast of 
St. Malo, a few leagues from the land, and 
analyzed it in two ways. A portion of the wa¬ 
ter they acted upon by the usual tests of silver, 
and the presence of the precious metal was 
clearly ascertained. The remainder of the water 
they evaporated, and the salt they obtained 
they boiled with lead. This lump of impure 
lead they placed on a saucer made of lime, 
and then submitted it to a heat sufficient to 
melt the lead, but not to affect the silver, should 
any be present. The lead, as it melted, was 
sucked up by the porous saucer, and finally a 
small globule of silver sparkled iu the vessel. 
This process is called cupellation, and is the 
ordinary mode of procuring silver from the ore. 
Again and again they repeated the experiment, 
with the same success. From these experi¬ 
ments they made the calculation that a cubic 
mile of ocean contains two pounds and three- 
quarters weight of silver. 

Mr. Biddle was a wit as well as a financier. 
During the session of the Legislature of Pennsyl¬ 
vania iu the year 184—, a bill was up appro¬ 
priating a large sum for continuing the State 
provements. Mr. H. of Berks, an honest Ger 
man member, was very hostile to the bill, and 
in fact opposed to State improvements, as they 
involved such an expenditure of money. He 
knew the wishes of his constituents, but his 
general knowledge was rather limited. While 
the bill was under consideration, Mr. Biddle of 
the city moved an amendment, appropriating 
$ 10,000 for the improvement of the Alimentary 
Canal. The member from Berks was instantly 
upon his feet, declaring his purpose to oppose 
any appropriation for the Alimentary or any 
other canal—declaring the appropriation to be 
unnecessary, and against the wishes of the peo¬ 
ple. The amendment was instantly withdrawn, 
amidst the general mirth of the members, at 
the expense of the honest member from Berks. 

The Rev. Dr. Backus, of Bethlehem, Con- 
scticut, was a man of power, as well as of ec¬ 
centricity. He had a habit of dropping the 
thread of his discourse, and delivering himself 
of any thought that suddenly struck him. Thus, 
throwing up his spectacles, and leaning his el¬ 
bows on the Bible and his chin on his hands, 
he would break out, “Scandal! I’ll tell you 
what scandal is I Brother Smith has heard 
something about Brother Jones, but it was told 
to him under a pledge of great secresy; and he 
finds it so hard to keep it all alone, that he 
tries to find some one to help him ; and he im¬ 
parts it to neighbor Jennings, and it proves too 
weighty for their united capacities to bear, and 
they soon manage to share it with Brother Fra¬ 
ser ; and so it spreads from one to another, till 
at last Polly Downs hears of it, and then, whew I 
away it goes, and everybody knows it. And 
that’s scandal.” 

PERIODICAL LITERATURE IN ENGLAND. 

Some changes in periodical literature have 
lately been made, and others are announced, 
which appear worthy of notice. In London, 
which was once celebrated for its magazines, 
that entertaining description of literature is al 
most in abeyance. Of the long-established 
magazines, The Gentleman’s (which first ap¬ 
peared 126 years ago) is now the best. It re¬ 
cently came into the hands of an intelligent, 
enterprising publisher, who has got it under 
excellent editorship, and, albeit it still is the 
antiquarian organ of the time, many new and 
agreeable features have greatly improved and 
popularized it. Frazer’s Magazine continues 
with a circulation which probably pays ex¬ 
penses, and may yield some small profit. Since 
the death of Maginn, and the withdrawal of 
Mahoney (“ Father Prout ”) and Carlyle, it has 
become a second-rate periodical; for a time, it 
recovered some of its popularity, while Kingsley 
wrote for it, but it has latterly gone back. Ains¬ 
worth’s, and the New Monthly Magazines, once 
so well conducted, now yield very limited prof¬ 
its. They continue to be taken in by circula¬ 
ting libraries, book clubs, and such institutions, 
but have very few individual purchasers. They 
are conducted on the principle—a killing one 
in the end—of paying nothing, or next to noth¬ 
ing, for contributions; and the result is, they 
are filled with weak inanities, in prose and 
verse. Mr. Ainsworth, a good novelist, is a bad 
magazine editor. Even the magazine which 
bears his name was ill-conducted from the time 
that the suicide of its excellent sub editor, La- 
man Blanchard, threw it back wholly on its 
proprietor’s hands. So, too, with the New 
Monthly, successively edited by Thomas Camp¬ 
bell, Cyrus Redding, S. C. Hall, Edward Lytton 
Bulwer, Thomas Hood, and Theodore Hook. It 
is now wholly in Mr. Ainsworth’s hands, and 
may be said to edit itself pretty much, but not 
pretty well. There is also Bentley’s Miscella¬ 
ny, which actually flourished for some years 
while conducted by Dickens, who was succeed¬ 
ed by Ainsworth. Latterly, it was very care¬ 
lessly got up, and is now even worse, having 
also passed into Mr. Ainsworth’s proprietorship 
and fatal editorship. 

Per contra. There is a National Magazine 
lately established in London (under the new 
law of limited liabilities on partnership) by a 
joint stock company, which is rapidly and de¬ 
servedly making way. It has two editors—one 
a poet, J. Westland Marston; the other also a 
dramatist, but an experienced editor and man 
of business to boot. Twelve years ago, Mr. 
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Sanders established a two-penny (four cenffs) 
weekly illustrated periodical, which had success 
for a time, until he associated William and Mary 
Howitt with him. They used to write the 
greater part of each number, and the public 
could not stand that—so the publication toppled 
over. Mr. Marston, author of numerous plays, 
of which “ The Patrician's Daughter ” is some¬ 
times performed, has imagination and learn- 
qualities for his present occupation. 
The editors of the Nalional Magazine write very 
little in it, but have obtained a large circle of 
first-rate contributors, by paying them first-rate 
prices. The wood engravings, too, are above 
par. On the whole, this weekly (which is not 
a weekly) has a great success, and its monthly 
parts obtain a considerable extra sale. 

In Edinburgh, Blackwood’s Magazine con¬ 
tinues to hold towering ascendency, the Mont 
Blanc of British periodicals. There sprung up 
there, some mouths ago, a cheap magazine 
called The Titan —an improvement on Hogg’s 
Instructor. De Quinoey has been writing a 
great deal for it. His articles on China have 
just been collected, and published separately in 
a volume. The Broughs, and some more of the 
London magaziners, have also written for The 
Titan. The proprietors announce, that, in f 
ture, it will be the size and price of Blackwood- 
12 0 pages octavo, at half a crown. It remains to 
be seen whether it will thrive as well at the high 
price as it did at the low, and whether it was 
wise thus to bring it into direct competition 
with such a potent publication as Blackwood. 
There is another Edinburgh monthly, called 
Tails Magazine, which had an enormous cir¬ 
culation at one time, from its liberal politics, 
but is now little more than the shadow of 
name. 

Across the water there are changes, too. The 
Dublin University Magazine, for a long time in¬ 
ferior only to Blackwood, has found Mr. Lever’s 
“ Fortunes of Glencore,” which ran through 
several months in its pages, as popular as mos' 
of his other serial tales, and has resolved ti 
break new ground. Therefore, that lively wri 
ter, Mr. Shirley Brooks, is engaged to comment 
: n it a new novel, to be called “ The Partner.’ 
Ir. Brooks is a successful dramatist, and his 
Russians in the South,” originally contributed 
to the Morning Chronicle, show that he can ob¬ 
serve and reflect, as well as invent. He has, 
as yet, produced only one work of fiction, “ As¬ 
pen Court,” which originally appeared in Bent¬ 
ley’s Miscellany, and has the ordinary fault of I 
young authors; it is too much crowded with 
characters. He has “A Story of Modern Life 
press, which may be better. 

Of the new periodical, the Irish Metropolitan 
Magazine, put forth by the liberal young liter¬ 
ati of Dublin, as an offset to the Tory writers 
in the University Magazine, two numbers 
have appeared. It has not been heard of lately, 
and, if not dead, is “ missing.” Irish periodi¬ 
cals, however, have elasticity and vitality be¬ 
yond ordinary publications. Thus, a quarterly, 
called Bolster’s Magazine of Ireland, was com¬ 
menced at'Cork in 1825, and published with 
(Irish) regularity until nearly three volumes 
were completed. Then came an intermission; 
after which, the pseudo-Quarterly issued its 
twelfth number some nine years after the ap¬ 
pearance of the eleventh. There is also 
Irish Quarterly Review, commenced six years 
ago in Dublin, and really a capital periodical— 
well printed, well edited, low priced, and espe¬ 
cially strong in local history and antiquities, 
biography and criticism. After flourishing — 
tremely well for two years, it fell into the 
ror of becoming a clasB-periodical, devoting 
half its space to the discussion of philanthropic 
plans for reforming juvenile criminals. It con¬ 
tinues to entertain this monopolizing subject, 
and has thereby imperiled its general popular¬ 
ity. Just now, it has announced that it will 
double its matter, and enlarge its price from 
half a crown to five shillings—a perilous exper¬ 
iment, as the Irish are not much of a reading 
people at home, where books are dear. We say 
nothing of the Dublin Review, (the Catholic 
organ,) as we have not found it necessary to 
mention the Edinburgh and North British, or 
the Quarterly, Westminster, and British Quar¬ 
terly Reviews. 

It may be added that the young 
Trinity College, Dublin, are about publishing 
- literary magazine of their own. 

CATHERINE OF_WURTEMBERG, 

ROYAL LIFE IN THE NINETEENTH CENTURY. 

An act of graceful homage has recently been 
paid to the memory of Catherine of Wurtum- 
berg, the second wife of Prince Jerome Bona¬ 
parte, and the mother of Prince Napoleon, who 
has of late attracted so much attention in the 
European world. The heart of the ex Queen 
of Westphalia, enclosed in an urn, has been de¬ 
posited in the tomb of the Emperor Napoleon, 
at the Invalides. It is. as has been well ob¬ 
served in the Times, “ the heart of a noble 
woman, of one whom no entreaties of her father, 
the King of Wurtemberg, could induce to aban¬ 
don her husband in his days of adversity, and 
who clung to him in evil report and good re¬ 
port to the hour of her death.” The circum¬ 
stances of her life are so full of deep and touch¬ 
ing interest, that we trust our readers will not 
unwillingly follow us in some passages of her 
changeful and eventful career. 

At the commencement of the present centu¬ 
ry, the ancient palace at Stuttgart was the 
peaceful and happy abode of the ducal family 
of Wurtemberg, whose position, although high 
enough to secure for them the homage and re¬ 
spect which is due to the princely houses of 
Europe, yet seemed not loftly enough to expose 
the political dangers so often entailed 
lore elevated and ambitious potentates 
of Christendom. The great social revolution, 
however, which had shaken continental Europe 
to its very foundations, came to disturb the tran¬ 
quil happiness of the Wurtemberg family. Na¬ 
poleon the Great, now seated firmly upon the 
Imperial throne of France, resolved that a crown 
should also encircle each of his brothers’ brows. 
The throne of Holland had been bestowed upon 
Lucien Bonaparte; Joseph was the King of 
Spain; and a new kingdom—that of Westpha¬ 
lia—was about to be formed for Jerome. . 

There was, however, one serious obstacle ii_ 
the way of this latter arrangement: Jerome 
had, in defiance of his brother’s wishes, wedded 
himself to an American lady, who had recently 
presented him with a son. Napoleon was seri¬ 
ously displeased at this union, and refused to 
acknowledge its validity. Jerome, warmly at¬ 
tached to his wife, came over to Europe, and, 
throwing himself at the Emperor’s feet, be¬ 
sought his pardon, and earnestly entreated him 
to receive his spouse as a member of the Impe¬ 
rial family. This request was made at an un¬ 
toward moment; for Jerome’s interview with 
the Emperor took place at Milan in 1805, just 
after he had grasped the iron crown of the an¬ 
cient Kings of Lombardy, bearing this proud 
yet beautiful device: 

Dio me la diade; 

Quai che la tocca. 

at this proud moment of his life, that 
Jerome asked him to receive a plebeian sister 
from Republican America. The request was 
indignantly refused. Jerome shed tears of pas¬ 
sionate affection as he embraced his wife’s por¬ 
trait, and swore never to give her up for any 
paltry consideration of earthly grandeur. He, 
however, lacked the firmness and resolution by 
which the Bonaparte family were so eminently 
characterized; and, when the temptation of a 
kingdom, with its power and its pomps, was 
held out to his dazzled vision, he gradually be¬ 
came less vehement in his denials, and finally 
yielded to the will of his imperious brother. 
His wife was abandoned, his offspring disown¬ 
ed, and Jerome stood alone, a weak and guilty 
man, ready to sacrifice honor, affection, and 
duty, upon the base altar of earthly ambition. 

And now, who is to be bis partner upon the 
lewly-erected throne of Westphalia? 

Napoleon turned his glance toward Wurtem- 
berg, which had recently been raised to the 
dignity of a kingdom, and whose sovereign was 
now degraded into a satellite of Imperial France. 
The Princess Royal had just completed her 
twentieth year. Fair in person, and amiable 
in disposition, this youthful Princess possessed, 
nevertheless, far more firmness than her royal 
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parent, and she resolutely expressed her aver¬ 
sion to the proposed alliance, regarding Napo¬ 
leon as the direst foe of her native Germany; 
while at the same time she felt her maiden dig¬ 
nity deeply offended at the thought of being 
espoused to a man who, in her estimation, was 
already married to another. Vain, however, 
were all her remonstrances. She was compell¬ 
ed to bow beneath the iron will of Napoleon 
the Great, with whom her father was at this 
time olosely allied; and before many months 
had elapsed, she found herself wedded by proxy 
to Jerome, King of Westphalia, and had enter¬ 
ed the confines of France as the acknowledged 
sister of its Imperial ruler. 

She was obliged, in compliance with court 
etiquette, to part on the frontiers with all her 
German attendants, and to advance alone in a 
foreign country, surrounded indeed by a bril¬ 
liant retinue, but with no familiar fac6 to meet 
her saddened gaze; no sweet sound of home 
voices to soothe the bitter feelings of her heart. 
With the characteristic firmness of her dispo¬ 
sition, however, she gathered all her courage 
to meet the trying circumstances of her lot, and 
seemed resolved that no tell-tale glance should 
betray the hidden conflict of her heart. As she 
drew near to Paris, the whole current of her 
being seemed to be changed; the usual kindli¬ 
ness of her manner became petrified into a 
proud and frigid bearing; and while she was 
studiously courteous to her attendants, her evi¬ 
dent constraint gave a disagreeable expression 
to her countenance. 

It was on the 20th of August, 1807, that, 
at an early hour of the day, she found herself 
almost in sight of Paris; but it being Napo¬ 
leon’s pleasure that she should not enter his 
capital until evening, she was conducted by his 
order to Rainey—a charming country residenoe, 
once the abode of royalty, but now the posses¬ 
sion of Junot, Due d’Abrantes, whose wife was 
commanded to receive the Princess with all the 
honor due to her elevated rank. The Duchess 
received her en demi toilette de cour on the 
grand peristyle of the chateau, and conducted 
her to her own apartments, where a repast of 
the most costly description was prepared for 
her refreshment. She courteously insisted on 
Madame d’Abrantes and her friends partaking 
with her of breakfast; and the animation with 
which she talked might have bespoken a mind 
contented with its lot, but that the rapid changes 
in her countenance revealed only too clearly 
the inward conflict of her heart. At one mo¬ 
ment, her features were suffused with the deep¬ 
est crimson, and at another they became livid 
with a deadly pallor. 

The afternoon was filled up with a drive 
through the forest of Bondy, during which the 
Princess still exerted herself to appear pleased 
with the efforts made for her amusement. Next 
came the grand affair of her toilet, which seem¬ 
ed to Madame d’Abrantes a matter of the ut¬ 
most importance at this critical moment of the 
Princess’s life. She anxiously awaited her ap¬ 
pearance in the saloon before dinner. What 
was her dismay on beholding the royal bride 
enter the apartment, clad in a style of old-fash¬ 
ioned magnificence that might have suited her 
grandmother, but which was ill-befitting the 
of the Tuileries in 1807. The material 
a bluish moire—at that time quite out of 
date—cut up into a scanty narrow frock, with 
a short round queue, exactly resembling a 
beaver’s tail; the sleeves very narrow and very 
flat, looking a3 if her arms had been squeezed 
into them; and then the shoes pointed, as if 
they had been made some cent uries ago. Around 
her neck hung two rows of pearls, from whence 
was suspended^ miniature of Jerome, so clum¬ 
sily set that it swung about at each movement 
of the wearer. 

In spite of an antique costume, the appear¬ 
ance of the Princess was pleasing and attract¬ 
ive. She is described to us as “ of a fair and 
fresh complexion ; her beautiful light hair and 
blue eyes harmonizing well with the graceful 
and dignified turn of her head, and she entered 
the apartment with as much princely self-posses¬ 
sion as if she had been attired under the direc¬ 
tion of the Imperial coiffeur and moidiste —per¬ 
sonages of such importance as to be remember¬ 
ed even now, under the names of Charbonnier 
and Leroy.” 

Before dinner was announced, Catherine’s 
agitation became so evident to her hostess, that 
the latter ventured to inquire whether aught 
had occurred to disturb her royal highness. 
Catherine, in reply, expressed her wish to be 
informed a few moments before Jerome’s arri¬ 
val, so that she might be prepared to meet him. 
This was promised ; and while the Princess 
thanked Madame d’Abrantes for her kind readi¬ 
ness to oblige her, “theburning blushes on her 
cheek revealed no pleasing emotion, but the 
passionate pain of an indignant woman’s 


restless and agitated. Having asked her 
twice which she would prefer, taking coffee and 
ice in the park, or in the grand saloon, she 
seemed suddenly to recollect herself, and look¬ 
ing at me as if she soarcely understood the pur¬ 
port of my question, replied— 

“ 1 Just as you please.’ 

“We quitted table at half-past six, and, feel¬ 
ing anxious to satisfy the Princess’s wishes, I 
went to inquire whether there was any symp¬ 
tom of Jerome’s approach. Just at this mo¬ 
ment, a cloud of duBt became visible on the 
road from Paris, and several carriages were 
seen to enter the popular avenue. I hastened 
to inform the Princess that in a few minutes 
the Prince would make his appearance. With 
a faint attempt to. smile, she thanked me for 
my kindness; but her appearance really alarm¬ 
ed me; for, in a moment, her whole counte¬ 
nance became of a deep purple hue, whioh was 
immediately succeeded by the cold, blanched 
color of death. She seemed, however, to sum¬ 
mon all her resolution, and, rising from her 
seat, advanced, with one her ladies-in-waiting, 
to the grand saloon, to await the Prince’s arri¬ 
val. This apartment communicates at either 
end with the music saloon and billiard room, 
from both of which it is separated only by pil¬ 
lars, so that we who were assembled in the bil¬ 
liard room could see all that passed in the cen¬ 
tral saloon. 

“Catherineof Wurtemberg seated herself near 
the chimney, having by her side an arm-chair, 
intended for the Prince. The door of the music 
saloon opened, and Jerome entered, followed by 
the officers of his household, who remained in 
the outer chamber, while the Prince advanced 
alone into the saloon where Catherine awaited 
him. She rose up, advanced a step or two 
towards him, and saluted him with much grace 
and dignity. As for Jerome, hia aspect was 
that of a boor, who looked as if he had come 
there because he was ordered to do so. He ap¬ 
proached the Princess with an air of brusquerie 
and malaise. 

“ After a few words had bean-exchanged be¬ 
tween them, she pointed to the chair near her ; 
and a brief conversation ensued about her 


: My brother is expecting us. I do not wish 
to delay the pleasure he will have in welcoming 
as his sister.’ 

The Princess smiled, and bowed acquies¬ 
cence ; but scarcely had Jerome withdrawn 
from her presence, when she fainted away. We 
carried her to the open window, and bathed her 
temples with Eau de Cologne. In a few mo¬ 
ments, she recovered herself, and attributed her 
indisposition to the excessive heat of the weath¬ 
er ; but I understood only too well the bitter 
conflict of womanly feeling and of royal pride 
which was raging in poor Catherine’s breast, 
not to guess at the true cause of her indisposi- 
")n.” 

When Madame Junot announced to the Prin¬ 
cess that her equipage was ready, she rose up, 
and, gracefully thanking her for her kind hos¬ 
pitality, said that she was ready to depart. 

What were the desolate feelings of poor 
Catherine’s heart, during this twilight drive 
from Rainey to Paris, no human being knew, 
nor what were her miserable anticipations of 
the future that lay before her. 

On her arrival at the Tuileries, she found, the 
whole Imperial femily assembled to receive her.

At 
the time the accident occurred, there was a 
heavy swell on, the Niagara going at the rate 
of four knots per hour; and, as the engineer 
found that the cable was running out in too 
great a proportion to the speed of the ship, he 
considered it necessary to direct the brakes to 
be applied more firmly, when, unfortunately, it 
parted at some distance from the stern of the 
ship. The Agamemnon, Niagara, and Susque¬ 
hanna, are to remain a short time where the 
cable parted, to try some experiments in the 
cjjuap water of that part of the Atlantic, (2,000 
fathoms,) which it is considered will be of great 
value to the Telegraphic Company, and then 
all go to Plymouth.” 

The other portions of the article, from which 
the above is extracted, are comments upon the 
subject, and are only important as supplying 
internal evidence that the whole article was 
written by an agent or director of the oompany, 
or some one equally interested in the success 
of the enterprise. Viewed in the light of this 
very evident fact, the words we have italicised 
should be carefully weighed. It will be seen 
that the assigned cause of the accident is the 
engineer’s application of the brakes. “The 
engineer found that the cable was running out 
in too great a proportion to the speed of the 
ship, and he considered it ,” &c. We suspect 
that this statement does not tell the whole of 
the truth. 

It is not very probable that, at any time 
within the first three hundred and fifty miles of 
the trip, the regulation of the speed of either 
ship or cable would be left to the sole responsi¬ 
bility of “ the engineer; ” and it is still less 
probable that such would be the case when the 
ship had entered upon the most perilous part of 
the experiment, the deepest part of the ocean, 
where everything would depend upon the ut¬ 
most care and watchfulness. No one can sup¬ 
pose for a moment that everything w;ould then 
be left to the unaided judgment and sole re¬ 
sponsibility of “ the engineer,” without casting 
a reflection upon all who were intrusted with 
the important and hazardous enterprise. The 
idea is preposterous. The account is evidently 
one-sided and partial. 

Examining what is told in the light of com¬ 
mon sense, it is tolerably certain that the brake 
was applied, after consultation, for the purpose 
of snapping the cable, and that this was neces¬ 
sary in order to save the remainder. “ The 
cable was going at too great a speed in propor¬ 
tion to that of the ship.” The ship was going 
at the rate of only four knots an hour, while 
the cable was coursing off the coil or reel at 
the rate of “ more than live knots.” Of course, 
it is to be supposed that a reduction of the ship’s 
speed had first been tried as a remedy for this 
running away of tbe cable, and tried in vain ; 
and the alternative of breaking the cable was 
adopted, as a last resort; the plain English and 
undisguised truth probably being that a strong, 
cross, under-ocean current was running off 
with the cable, at the rate of five or six knots 
an hoar. This view of the case is confirmed 
by the fact that, in going over the last thirty- 
five miles, one hundred miles of the cable were 
expended—run out. 

Beside, it was often announced that every 
provision had been made to render the mere 
breaking of the cable no very serious matter. 
Buoys were to be attached at certain distances, 
so that the end of the cable could be recovered, 
and a reunion of the strands effected. There 
must have been, therefore, graver causes for 
the abandonment of the enterprise than the 
simple parting of the cable; that, per se, with 
the preparations, appliances, and contrivances, 
made and adopted in view of that anticipated 
contingency, would not have induced gentlemen 
so energetic and so committed to the enterprise 
to abandon it in despair, and to return home

have been run away with by the current, even 
had the vessels remained stationary; and that, 
without some material change of plans, all 
hope of the cable lasting to anything near the 
end of the trip was given up, even if the cable 
could be deposited at all. 

So much has been said and written by scien¬ 
tific men on the most desirable and even neces¬ 
sary qualities of a sub-ocean telegraph cable, 
that it does not become us to offer auy remarks 
on the subject. We may express the fear, how¬ 
ever, that possibly an insurmountable practical 
difficulty may yet be found to exist. It seems 
to be already admitted that a heavy cable pre¬ 
sents difficulties of too serious a character to 
leave any hope of their being successfully en¬ 
countered, and the heavy telegraph cable at 
first in favor had been discarded. Difficulties 


with respect to the lighter cable, now preferred. 
The question to be solved probably is, whether 
a medium can be hit upon which shall neutral¬ 
ize both classes of difficulties, without encoun¬ 
tering new ones. In common with every lovei 
of progress and sympathizer with great human¬ 
izing projects, we cling earnestly to the hope o' 
ultimate success for the Atlantic telegraph. 
The character of the two Governments and 
peoples who have undertaken it is a guarantee 
that if it can be accomplished it will be ; and 
we await with deepest interest a fuller state¬ 
ment of facts, and of the purposes of the Com- 

r r, that we may judge whether we may hope 
its realization before another year rolls 
over ns.— N. T. Com.
